the heat, than if he were thinly clothed, for that whe 
the cold air cometh it pierceth not ſo-ſubtilly, 
The moon alſo in this \climate, as in the coaſt of 
Guinea, and in all hot countries, hath a forcible ope- 
ration on the body of man; and therefore, as the pla- 
net moſt prejudicial to his health, is to be ſhunned; as 
alſo not to ſleep in the open air, or with any ſcuttle or 
window open, whereby the one or the other may enter 
to hurt. For a perſon of credit told me, that one 


night in a river of Guinea, leaving his window open 


in the fide of his cabbin, the moon ſhining upon his 
ſhoulder, left him with ſuch an extraordinary pain, and 
furious burning in it, as in above twenty hours he was 
like to run mad; but in fine, with force of medicines 


and cures, after long torment, he was eaſed.

Being betwixt three and four degrees of the Equi- 
noctial Line, my company, within a few days, began to 


fall ſick of a diſeaſe which ſeamen are wont to call the 


ſcurvy; and ſeemeth to be a kind of dropſy, and rageth 
more in this climate than any that I have either read 


or heard of in the world; though in all ſeas it is wont 


to help and increaſe the miſery of man: It poſſeſſeti 


all choſe of which it taketh hold with a loathſome 


ſlothfulneſs, that, even to eat, they would be content 


— 
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to change with ſleep and reſt, which is the moſt per- 1893. 
nicious enemy in this ſickneſs that is known. It bring 


eth with it a great deſire to drink, and cauſeth a gene- 
ral ſwelling of all parts of the body, eſpecially of the 
legs and gums, and many times the teeth fall out of 
the jaws without pain. The ſigns to know this diſeaſe 
in the beginning are divers, by the ſwelling of the gums, 
by denting of the fleſh of the legs with a man's finger, 
the pit remaining without filling up in a good ſpace; 
others ſhow it with their lazineſs, others complain of 
the crick of the back, &c. all which are, for the moſt 
part, certain tokens of infection. The cauſe is thought 
to be the ſtomach's feebleneſs, by change of air in un- 
temperate climates, of diet in ſalt meats, boiled alſo 
in ſalt water, and corrupted ſometimes ; the want of ex- 
erciſe alſo, either in perſons or elements, as in calms: 


And, were it not for the moving of the ſea by the | 


force of winds, tides, and currents, it would corrupt 
all the world. The experience I ſaw in anno 1 590, ly- 
ing with a fleet of her Majeſty's ſhips about the iſſands 
of the Azores, almoſt ſix months, the greateſt 'part 'of 


the time we were becalmed; with which all theſea be- 


came ſo repleniſhed with ſeveral forts of gellies, and 
forms gf ſerpents, adders, and ſnakes, as ſeemed won- 
derful ; ſome green, , ſome black, ſome. yellow, ſome 
white, ſome of divers colours; and manv.of them had 
life, and ſome there were a yard and an half, and two 
yards long; which, had I not ſeen, I could hardly have 


believed. And hereof were witneſſes all the companies 


of the ſhips which were then preſent ; ſo that hardly a 
man could draw a bucket of water clear of fome cor- 
ruption. In which voyage, towards the end thereof, 


many of every ſhip (except of the Nonpareli, which 
vas under my charge, and had only one man ſick in 


all the voyage) fell ſick of this diſeaſe, and began to 
die apace, bur: that the ſpeedy-paſſage into our coun- 


tory was a remedy to the crazed, and a preſervative for 
ſomeſfthoſe that were not touched. e 
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1693. The beſt prevention for this diſeaſe (in m 
. ment) is co keep clean the ſhip, to beſprinkle her or. 


dinarily with vinegar, or to burn tar, and fome ſweet 


ſavouts, to feed upon as few falt meats in the hot 


countries as may be, and eſpecially to ſhun all kind 


pf falt fiſh, and to reſerve them for the cold climates; 


and not to dreſs any meat with ſalt water, nor to ſuffer 


the company to waſh their ſhirts nor clothes in it, not 


to fleep in their clothes when they are wet. For thiz 
cauſe it is neceſſarily required, that proviſion be made 
of apparel for the company, that they may have where: 
with to ſhift themſelves. Being a common calamity, 
_ amongſt the ordinary fort of mariners, to ſpend their 


thrift on the ſhore, and to bring to ſea no more clothet 
than they have backs; for the body of man is not re- 


freſhed with any thing more, than with ſhifting clean 


clothes; a great preſervative of health in hot countries. 
The ſecond antidote i is, to keep the company vecupied 


in ſome bodily exerciſe of work, of agility; of paſtimes, 


of dancing, of uſe of arms; theſe help much to- baniſh 


this infirmity. T hirdly, i in the morning, at diſcharge

I hold it not 
without ſome ground, chat the ancient philoſophers 
write, that they be enamoured of a man; for, in 
meeting with ſhipping, they accompany them till they 
approach to eold climates: This 1 have noted divers 
times ; for, diſembarking out of the Weſt.- Indies, anno 
1583, within three or four days after, we met a ſhoal 
of them, which. left us not till we came to the iſlands 
of Azores, neat a thouſand leagues. At other times I 
have noted the like. But ſome may ſay, that in the 
ſea are many ſhoals of this kind of fiſn; and how can 
a man know if they are the ſame? 
Who may be thus ſatisfied, that every morning, 
which is the time that they approach neareſt the 
ſhip, we ſhould ſee four, five, and more, which had 
(as it were) our ear-mark, one hurt upon the back, 
another near the tail, another about the fins, which is 
ſyfficient proof that they were the ſame. For, if thoſe 
which had received ſo bad entertainment of us would 
not forlake us, much leſs thoſe which we had not hurt; 
yet that which makes them moſt in love with ſhips 
and men, are the ſcraps and rcffelluing! which they 
gather from them. 
Fhe Bonito, or Spaniſh mackerel, is altogether like 
our mackerel, but that it is ſomewhat more grown; 
he is reaſonable food, but drier than a mackerel. Of 
them there are two ſorts; the one is this which I have 
deſcribed; the other ſo great as hardly one man can 
lift him: At ſuch times as we have taken of theſe, 
one ſuſſiced for a meal for all my company. Theſe,

The manner of hunting and hawking, repreſenteth 
that which we reaſonable creatures uſe, ſaving only in 
the diſpoſing of the game. For, by out induſtry and 
ability, the hound and hawk is brought to that obe- 
dience, that whatſoever they ſeize, is for their maſter: 
but here it is otherwiſe, for the game is for him that 
ſeizeth it. The dolphins and bonitor are the hounds, 
the alcatraces the hawks, and the flying fiſhes the 
game; whoſe wonderful form magnifieth the Crea- 
tor, who, for their fafety, hath given them extra- 
ordinary manner of fins, which ſerve inſtead of wings, 
like thoſe of the bat or rearmouſe; of ſuch a delicate 
kin, interlaced with bones ſo curiouſly, as may well 
cauſe admiration in the beholders. They are like un- 
to pilchards in colour, and making, ſaving that they . ..

hath In this extremicy, to help himſelf, is to get him to 


land, which he procureth as ſoon as he diſcovereth his 
adverſaries; and getting the ſhore, there can fight but 
one with him; and for either of them, hand to hand, 
Ambergris is thought by ſome to breed in the 
whale's belly, by eating of a certain herb; but that 
which carrieth likelieſt probability is, that it is a liquor 
which iſſueth out of certain fountains, in ſundry ſeas; 
and being of a light and thick ſubſtance, participating 
of the air, ſuddenly becometh hard, as the yellow am- 
ber, of which they make beads, which is alſo the li- 
quor of a fountain in the German ſea: In the bottom it 
is ſoft and white, and 9 of the air it becometk 


hard and ſtony. Alſo the coral in the ſea is ſoft, but 


coming into the air it becometh a ſtone. Thoſe who 
are of this former opinion, think the reaſon (why the 
ambergris is ſometimes: found in the whale) to be 
for that he ſwalloweth it, as other things which he 
findeth ſwimming upon the water, and not able to 
digeſt it, it remarneth with him till his death. 


From the Tropic of Cancer to three or four degrees 
of the Equins il the breeze, which is the north-eaſt 
wind, doth reign, in our ocean the moſt part of the 
year, except it be near the ſhore, and then the wind 
is variable.

change, we thought with policy to procure that which 
we could not by force, and fo to offer traffic to the 
people of the ſhore. _ VT 


Entering the port, within a quarter of a. mile is 1 
ſmall village, and three leagues. higher up, is the chief day. 
town; where they have two forts, one on either fide that 
ot the harbour, and within them ride the ſhips which do 1 
come thither to diſcharge or load. In the ſmall village any 
is ever a garriſon of an hundred ſoldiers, whereof pan

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place; at leaſt they ſo acquainted me. In the time that 1593, 
they expected the poſt, my captain, with another, FOAM 
entertained himſelf with the ſoldiers aſhore, who, after 
the common cuſtom of their profeſſion (except when 
they be beſonios), Tought to pleaſe him; and finding 
that he crayed but oranges, lemons, and matters of 
ſmall moment for refreſhing for his general, they ſuf- 
fered the women and children to bring him what he 
would, which he gratified with double piſtoles, that 
I had given him for that purpoſe. So got he us two 
or three hundred oranges and lemons, and ſome few 
Hens. : Hl DNR yy ce LY 
The anſwer of the Governour was, that he was ſor- 
ry that he could not accompliſh our defire, | being ſo 
reaſotiable and good; becauſe, in conſideration of the 
war between Spain and England, he had expreſs order 
from his King, not to ſuffer any Engliſh to trade within 
his juriſdiction, nor to land, or to take any refreſh- 
ing upon the}, ſhore. And therefore craved pardon, 
and that we ſhould take this for a poſitive anſwer : And 
further, required us to depart the port within three 
days, Which he ſaid he gave us for our courteous man- 
ner of proceeding :. If any of my people, from that time 
forwards, ſhould approach to the ſhore, that he would 
do his beſt to hinder and annoy them. With this an- 
ſwer we reſolved to depart ; and, before it came, with 
the firſt fair wind, we determined to be packing: But 
the wind ſuffered us not all that night, nor the next 
day. In which time 1 lived in a great perplexity, for 
that I knew our own weaknefs, and what they might | 
do unto us, if that they had known ſo much. For 
any man that putteth himſelf into the enemy's port, 
had need of Argusr's eyes, and the wind in à bag, e- 
ſpecially, where the enemy is ſtrong, and the tides of 
of any. force.

In St. Jobn dt 
 Ullua, in the Ver- Spain, when the Spaniards diſhonour- 
ed their nation with that foul act of perjury, and 
breach of faith, given to my father Sir J7obn Hawking, 
(notorious to the Whole world), the Spaniards fired two 
great ſhips, with intention to burn my father's admi- 
ral, which he prevented by towing them with his 
boats another way. The great Armado of Spain, ſent 
to conquer England, anno 1588, was with that elf: 
fame induſtry overthrown; for the ſetting on fire ſix 
or ſeven ſhips (whereof two were mine), and letting 
them drive with the flood, folced them to cut thei 
cables, and to put to fea, to ſeek a new way to Spain; 
in which the greateſt part of their beſt ſhips and men 


= yerre loſt and periſhed, 5 5 
= The next night, the wind coming off the ſhore, we 
0 fet ſail, and with our boats and barks founded as we 
went. It flowed upon the bar not above four feet wa- 
ter, and once in four and twenty hours, (as in ſome 
parts of the Meſt- Indies), at full ſeathere is not upon the 
bar above ſeventeen or eighteen feet water. The har.

God, that hath hidden fo great and unknown vir- 


tue in this fruit, to be a certain remedy for this infir- _ 
mity: I preſently cauſed them all to be parted a- 
mongſt our ſick men, which were ſo many, that there 
carne not above three or four to a ſhare : But God was 
pleaſed to ſend us a proſperous wind the next day, fo - 
much to our comfort, that not any one died before we 
came to the iſlands, where we intended to refreſh. our- 
ſelves : And although our freſh' water had failed us 


many days (before we ſaw the ſhore), by reaſon of our bs 


long navigation, without touching any land, and the 
exceſlive 1 of the ſick and diſeaſed, (which 


could not be excuſed); yet, with an invention I had in 


my ſhip, I eaſily drew out of the water of the ſea ſuffſi- 
cient quantity of freſh water to ſuſtain my people, 
with little expence of fewel; for, with four billets, I 
diſtilled a hogſhead of water, and therewith dreſſed the 
meat for the ſiek and whole. The water ſo diſtilled, 
we found to be wholeſome and nouriſhing. —* 
The coaſt from Santos to Cape Friolieth welt and by 
ſouth-ſoutherly. So we directed our courſe weſt- ſouth- 
weſt, The night coming on, and directions given to 
our other ſhips, we-ſet the watch, having a fair freſh 
gale of wind, and large. Myſelf, with Ne maſter of =; 
our ſhip, having watched the night paſt, rhoughr _ 
now to give nature that which ſhe Jad been deprived 
of, and fo recommended the care of ſteerage to one 
of his mates; who, with the like travel, paſt bein 
drowſy, or with the confidence which he had of him 
at the helm, had not that watchfyl care which was re- 
quired ; he, at the helm, ſteered weſt and weſt-by- 
fouth, and brought us in a little time cloſe upon the 
ſhore : Doubtleſs, he had caſt ys all away, had not God 
extraordinarily delivered us; for the maſter being in 
his dead ſleep, was ſuddenly awaked, and with ſuch 3 
fright, that he could not be in quiet: Whereupon, 
waking his youth, who ordinarily flept in his cabin 
= oy him, aſked him how. the watch went on? Who

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88 1593 an That it could ot be an hour ſince he laid 
SY himſelf to reſt. He replied, That his beart was f 


unquiet, that he could not by any means ſleep; and, 
ſo taking his gown, came forth upon the deck, and 
1 diſcovered the land hard by us.

nually fixed on it, were \ dazzled | with the rei 


flection of the ſtars, being * fair night, and ſo way 
_ hindered! from the true diſcovery thereof. But he, com 
ing out of the dark, had his figtit more forcible, ty 


diſcern the difference of the ſea and the ſhore. So that, 


forthwith, he commanded him at the helm to put i 
cloſe a ſtarboard ;' and, raking our ſhip, we edged off; 
and, ſoundin found ſcarce three fathomg water; 
whereby we = * evidently the miraculous mercy o 
God, that if he watched not over us, as he dorh.con- 
tinually over his, doubtleſs we had periſhed withoy 
remedy: To whom be all glory a and praiſe eyerlaſting 
world withour end. 
In this point of ſteerage, Foie Spaniards 5 Portigusſ 
do exceed all that 1 have ſeen ; 3 I mean for their care, 
which is chiefeſt in navigation. And I wiſh in this 
and in all their works of reformation, we ſhould folloy 
their examples, as alſo thoſe of any other nation. In 
every ſhip of moment, upon the half. deck, or quarter- 
deck, they have a chair or ſeat; out of which; whill 
they navigate, the pilot, or his adjurants (which are 
the ſame which, in our ſhips, we term the maſter and 
| his mates) never depart, day nor night, from the'ſight 
of the Compaſs, and have another before them, wherebp 
they ſee what they do, and are ever witneſſes of the 
good or bad ſteerage of all men that take the helm. 
The next day, about ten of the clock, we were thwat!

For which intent our three ſurgeons, with their ſer- , - 
vants, and adherents, had two boats to walt <continual- + 
ly upon them, to fetch whatſoever was needful from 
the ſhips to procure refreſhing, and to fiſh either with 
nets, or hooks and lines. Of theſe implements we had 
in abundance, and it yielded us ſome refreſhing. For 
the firſt days, the moſt of thoſe who had health, occupied 
themſelves in rymaging our ſhip, in bringing aſhore 
of empty caſks, in filling of them, and in telling and 
cutting of wood; which, velngmany Works and few 
hands, wept. lowly forwards.- 


Near / theſe iſlands are two great rocks, or ' ſmall 5 


iſlands, adjoining, . In them ye found great ſtore of 
young gannets, in their neſts, which, we reſerved for 


the lick, and being boiled with. pickled pork well wa- 
tered, and, mingled with oat-meal, made reaſonable _ 
pottage, and was good. refreſhing. and ſuſtenance for 


them. This proviſion failed us not till our departurefrom : 
them. Upon one of theſe rocks alſo, we found great 
ſtore of the herb purſlane, which, boiled and made into 
ſallads, with oil and vinegar, refreſhed the ſick ſlomachs, ; 
and gave appetite, _ 

With the air of the ſhore, and 1 cheriſhing, many 


1 recovered ſpeedily, ſome died quickly, and others con- 
tinued at a ſtand. We found here ſome ſtore of fruits, 


a kind of cherry, that groweth upon a tree likea plumb- 
tree, red of colour, with a ſtone in it, but different in its 
make from ours: for it is not altogether round, and 
dented * * have a. pleaſant. taſte.

deing in this iſland: The other, though a running wa. I for 
ter, paſſing by the roots of certain trees, which have a Hin 
ſmell as that of garlick, taketh a certain , contagious N boa 
ſcent of them. Here two of our men died with ſwell Wc. 
ing of their bellies: The accident we could not attri 
bute to any other cauſe, than to this ſuſpicious water. 
It is little, falleth into the ſand, and ſoaketh through 
it into the ſea; and therefore we made a well of a pipe, 
and placed it under the rock from which it falleth, and 
out of it filled our caſk; but we could not fill above two 
tuns in a night and a day. 
After our people began to gather their ſtrength, we 


manned our boats, and went over to the main where 
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preſently. we found a great river of freſh and ſweet wa-1593- 
er, and a mighty mariſh country, which in the winter Py 


eemeth to be continually overflown with this river, and 


others; which fall from the mountainous. country adja- 


cent. We rowed ſome leagues up the riyer, and found, 
that the further up we went the deeper was the river, 
but no fruit more than the ſweat: of our bodies for the 
labour of our hands. At our return we loaded our 
Boat with water, and afterwards from hence we made 
„ e 
The ſickneſs having waſted more than one half of 
my people, we determined to take out the victuals of 
the Hawke, and to burn her; which we put in execu- 
tion. And being occupied in this work, we ſaw a ſhip 
turning to windwards, to ſuccour herſelf of the iſlands; 
but having deſcried us, put off to ſeawards. Two days 


Wafter, the wind changing, we ſaw, her again running 


along the coaſt, and the Dainty not being in caſe to go 
after her, for many reaſons, we manned the Fancy, 
and ſent her after her; who, about the ſetting of the 


ſun, fetched her up, and ſpake with her; when finding © 


her to be a great fly-boat, of (at leaſt) three or four 
hundred tuns, with eighteen pieces of artillery, would 
have returned, but 3 wind freſhing in, put her to 
leewards; and ſtanding to ſuccour herſelf of the land, 
had fight of another (mall bark, which after a ſnort 
chace, ſhe took, but had nothing of moment in her, 
for that ſhe had been upon the great ſhoals of Araios, 
in 18 degrees, and there thrown all they had over 
board, to fave their lives. This and the other chack 
were the cauſe that the Fancy could not beat it up in 
many days; but before we had put all in a readineſs, 
the wind changing, ſhe came unto us, and made rela- 
tion of that which had paſſed ; and how they had given 
the ſmall bark to the * Portugueſe, and brought with 
them only her pilot, and a merchant called Pedro de Ef. 
calante of "re NT er od Tn 

In this coaſt the Portugueſe, by induſtry. of the Indi- 
, baye wrought many feats. At Cape Frio, 20 
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- 1593. took a great French ſhip in(the night, the moſt of hel 
company being on the ſuote⸗ with Canoes; which they 
| have on this toaſt ſo great, that they carry ſeventy ot 
_ eighty men in one of them. And in % Grand, I ſay! b 
one that was about threeſcore feet lotig, of one tree; al © F 
all I have ſeen in Braſil, with proviſions in them fot a 
twenty or thirty days! At the iſland of St. Sebaſtian ;1 
near Sr. Vincent the Tridians killed about eighty of Mr, oy 
Caveniiſis men, and took his boat, which was the d. *© 
enn to eh. 
There cometh not any chip upon this Toaſt; Where. 
of theſe canoes give not notice preſently to every place, 
And we were certified, in a Grand, that they had 
ſent on Indian from the river of Zaneiro, through all the 
mountains and mariſſies to take a view of us; and ac. 
cordingly made a relation of our ſhips, boats, and 
the number of men, which we might have. But to 
prevent the like danger that might come upon us, be- 
ing careleſs and negligent, I determined one night, in 
the darkeft and quieteſt of it, to fee what watch out 
company kept on the ſhore ; manned our light-horſe- 
man and boat, armed them with bows and targets, and 
got aſhore ſome good diſtance! from the places where 
our ' booths were, and ſought to come upon them 
undiſcovered : We uſed all our beſt endeavours to 
take them at unawares, yet coming within forty paces 
Ve were diſcovered ; the whole and the ſick came forti 
to oppole themſelves againſt us: Which we ſeeing 
gave them the hubbub after the manner of the Indian 
and aflaulted them, and they us; but being a close 
. dark night, they could not diſcern us preſently upon the 
hubbub. From our ſhip. the gunner ſhot a piece o 
ordnance over our heads, according to the. order given 
him, and thereof we took occaſion to retire into out 
. boats, and within a little ſpace came to the booths and 
| landing places, as though we came from our {hips 0 
aid them: They began to recount unto us, how that 4 
the weſter point of the iſland, out of cettain canoes, had 
landed a multitude of Iadians, which, with a great out-: 
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cry, came upon them, and aſſaulted them Hereely; but 1593. 


finding better reſiſtance than they looked for, and . 


ing themſelves diſcovered by the ſhips, took themſelves _ 
to their heels, and returned to their canoes, in which 
they embarked themfelves, and departed. One affirm- 

ed he ſaw the canoes; another, their long hair; a 
third their, bows; a fourth, chat it could not be, but 


that ſome of them had their payments: And it was 


worth the ſight, to behold thoſe who had not moved 
out of their beds in many months (unleſs by the help 
of others) had gotten, ſome a bow-ſhot off into the 
woods, others into the tops of trees, and thoſe which 
had any ſtrength, joined together to fight for their lives. 

in fine, the booths and tents were left deſolate. _ _ 

To colour our buſineſs the better, after we kad ſpent 
ſome hours, in ſeeking out and joining the company 
together, in comforting and commending them; let 
them an extraordinary guard for that night, and ſo de- 
parted to our ſhips, with ſuch an opinion of the aſſault 


given by the Indians, that many ſo poſſeſſed {through _ 


all the voyage) would not be perſuaded to the con- 
trary, Which impreſſion wrought ſach effect in moſt 
of my company, that in all places where the Indians 
might annoy us, they were after moſt careful and vigi- 
at, as wes -CONFENERE in. OC on IL 
In.theſe iflands it heightneth and falleth ſome five 
or fix feet water, and but once in two and twenty hours; 
as in all this coaſt, and in many parts of the Weſft-In- - 
dies; as alſo in the coaſt of Peru and Chili (faving where 
are great bays or indraughts) and there the tides keep 
their ordinary courſe of twice in four and twenty hours. 
In the leſſer of theſe iſlands, is a cove for a ſmall ſhip 
to ride in, land-lockt, and ſhe may moor herſelf to the + 
trees on either ſide; this we called Palmito iſland, for- 
the abundance it hath of the greater ſort of Palmito- 
trees, the other hath none at all. A man may fail be- 
Wixt the iſlands with his ſhip, but the better courſe is 
put at one end. In theſe iſlands are many ſcorpions, 
nes, and adders, with other venomous vermine. 
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2 593- They: have parrots, and a certain kind of fowl like uni 
+ pheaſants, Jomewhat bigger, and ſeem to be of their !" 
nature: Here we ſpent above a.month, in curing of our 
ſick men, ſupplying our wants of wood and water, and 
in other neceflary works. And onthe tenth of December e 
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(all things put in order) we ſer fail for Cape Frio, hay. i 
ing only ſix men ſick, with purpoſe there to ſet on ſhore - 


our two priſoners before named; and anchoring under 


the Cape, we ſet our boat aſhore, but they could not m. 
., And any covenient place to land them in, and fo re ho 
turned; the wind being foutherly, and not good to go VE 

on our. voyage, we ſuccoured ourſelves within Ji ſor 

© Grand, which lieth ſome dozen or fourteen leagues from of

the Cape, betwixt the weſt, and by ſouth and welt- 
- Jouth-weſt: the rather to ſet our priſoners on ſhore. 
In the mid-way betwixt the Cape and this iſland, 
lieth the river Faneiro, a very good harbour, fortified 
with a garriſon, and a place well peopled: * The Ik 
Grand is ſome eight on ten leagues long, and cauſeth a 
. * harbour for ſhipping; it is full of great ſandy 
bays, and, in the moſt of them, is ſtore of good water: 
Within this iſland are many other ſmaller iſlands, which 
cauſe divers ſounds and creeks; and, amongſt theſ: 
little iſlands, one, for the pleaſant ſituation and fertility 
thereof, called P/acentia. This is peopled, all the ref 
daeſert. On this iſland our priſoners deſired to be put 
on ſhore, and promiſed to ſend us ſome refreſhment: 
Whereto we condeſcended, and ſent them aſhore with 
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| two boats well manned: and armed, who found few in- 
habitants in the iſland; for our people ſaw not above 
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four or five houſes, notwithſtanding our boats returned 
laden with plantanes, pines, potatoes, ſugar-canes, and 
ſome hens. . Amonglt which they brought a kind ot 
little plantane, green, and round, which were the bell 

of any that I have ſeen; ' With our people came a Por 
ſugucſe, who ſaid, that the iſland was his; he ſeemed t0 
be a Miſtecho, (who are thoſe that are of a Spaniſh and 
an Indian brood), poorly. apparelled and miſerable ; we 
ſeaſted him, and gave him ſome trifles, and he, accord: 
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1593. 
by to a ane anſwered our courtely with ſuch as $1593. 5 


he had. 

The wh continuing eos; we emptied all the wa- 
ter we could come by, which we had filled in &. Jamess 
iſand, and filled our caſks with the water of this . 
Grand. It is a wilderneſs covered with trees and ſhrubs; 
ſo thick; as it hath no paſſage through, EXCEPT a man 
make it by force. And it was ſtrange to hear the 
howling and cries of wild beaſts in theſe woods, day and 
night, which we could not come at to ſee by any means; 
ſome like Hons; others like bears, others like hogs, and 
of ſuch and ſo many diverſities, as was ; admirable. 
Here our nets profited us much; for, in the ſandy bays, 
they took us ſtore of fiſh. Upon the ſhore at full ſea- 
mark, we found in many places certain ſhells, like 
thoſe of mother of pearl, which are brought out of 
the Eaft-Indies, to make ſtanding cups, called caracoles, 
of ſo great curioſity as might move all the beholders 
to magnify the maker of them: And were it not for the 
brittleneſs of them, by reaſon of their exceeding | thin- 
neſs, doubtleſs they were to be eſteemed far above the - 
others, for more excellent e, I Have not ſeen 
in ſhells. - 

The eighteenth of December we ſet fail, the wind 
at north-eaſt, and directed our courſe for the Straits of 
Magellan. The 22d of this month, at the going down 
of the ſun, we deſcried a Portugueſe ſhip, and gave her 
chace, and coming within hailing of her, ſhe ſurrendered 
herſelf without any reſiſtance; ſhe was of an hundred 
tuns, bound for Angola to load Negroes to be carried 
and fold in the river of Plate: It is a trade of great 
profit, and much uſed, for that the Negroes are carried 
from the head of the river of Plate to Potoſi, to labour 
in the mines. It is a bad Negroe who is not there 
worth five or fix hundred pieces, every piece of ten 
rials, which they receive in rials of plate, for there is 
no other merchandize in thoſe parts. The loading of

The land, 7 that it wa 
diſcovered in the reign. of Queen Eliſabeth, my ſouts 
reign Lady and Miſtreſs, and a maiden Queen; and 
at my coſt and adventure, in a perpetual, memory d 
"her chaſtity, and remembrance of my endeavours, 
gave it the name of Hawkins's Maiden- land. Before 
man fall in with, this land, ſome twenty or thiny 
leagues, he ſhall meet with beds of ore weed, driving 
to and fro in that ſea, with white flowers growing up: 
on them, and ſometimes farther off; whicb is a;good 
ſhew and ſign the land is near, whereof the weſtermol 
part lieth ſome threeſcore ae from the neatel 
land of America. 
With a fair and junge mind; we ſhapes ed our * 
for the Straits, and the tenth of cs we had fight 
of land; and it was the head-land of the Straits i 
the northwards, which agreed with our height, when:

In this bay, 
it the ſhe Spamard' made their principal habiration, and cal. 
; butWicd it the city of &. Philip, and left it peopled; but 
the cold barrenneſs of the country, and the malice of 
the Indians, with whom they badly agreed, made 
ſpeedy end of them, as alſo of thoſe whom they left 
in the middle of the Straits, three leagues from Cape 
Froward to the eaſtward, in another habitation. 

We continued our courſe alongſt this Reach, (for all 
the Straits is as a river altering its courſe, ſometimes .

All parts of the iſland where they haunted were under- 
mined fave. only one valley, which (it ſeemeth) theß 
reſerved for their food; for it was as green as any mea» 
dow in the month of April, with a moſt ſine ſhort 
oraſs, The fleſn of theſe penguins is much of the ſa- 
your of a certain fowl: taken in the iſlands of Lundy 
and Scilly, which we call Puffins. By the taſte it is eaſily 
diſcerned that they feed on fiſn. They are very fat, 
and in dreſſing muſt be flead as the byter; they are 
tolerable meat roaſted, baked, or boiled; but beſt 
roaſted, We ſalted a dozen or ſixteen: hogſheads, 
which ſerved us (whilſt they laſted) inſtead of pow- - 
dered beef. The hunting of them (as we may well 
term it) was a great recreation to my company, and 
worth the ſight; for, in determining to catch them, 
neceſſarily was required a good number of people, 
every one with a cudgel in his hand, to compaſs them 
round about, to bring them as it were into a ring; if 
they chanced to break out, then was the ſport; for the 
ground being undermined, at unawares it failed, and 
as they ran after them, one fell here, another there; 
another offering to ſtrike at one, lifting up his hand, 
ſunk up to the arm- pits in the earth; another leaping | 
to avoid one hole fell into another. And after the firſt 
laughter, in ſeeing us on the ſhore, they avoided us, 
and endeavoured to recover the ſea: Lea, many times, 
ſeeing themſelves perſecuted, they would tumble down 
from ſuch. high rocks and mountains, as it ſeemed im- 
poſſible to eſcape with life.

down the ſide of a hill, we were not diſcovered, till we 
were cloſe upon them; nowithſtanding, their centinal 
(before we could approach) with a howl awaked them: 
We got betwixt the ſea and ſome of them, but they 
ſhunned us not; for they came directly upon us; and 
though we dealt here and there a blow, yet not a man 
that withſtood: them eſcaped the overthrow, © They 
reckon not of a muſket · ſnot, a ſword pierteth not their 
ſkin, and to give a blow with a ſtaff, is as/to ſmite up- 
on a ſtone; only, upon giving the blow upon his ſnout 
preſently he falleth down dead After they had reco- 
vered the water, they did as it were ſcorn us, defy us; 
and danced before us, until we had ſhot ſome muſket⸗ 
not through them, and ſo they appeared no more.

Straits, and longeſt., For it is ſome thirty-two leagues, 


and the courſe lieth next of any thing north · weſt. 
Before the ſetting of the ſun, we had the mouth of the 
Straits open, and were in great hope the next day to 
be in the South · ſea; but about ſeven of the clock that 
night, we ſaw a great cloud ariſe out of the north- eaſt, 
which began to caſt forth great flaſhes of lightnings, 
and ſuddenly failing with a freſh gale of wind at north- 
eaſt, another more forcible took us a-ſtays, which put 
us in danger; for all our ſails being a · taut, it had like 
to have overſet our ſhip, before we could take in our 


ſails. And therefore, in all ſuch ſemblances, it is great 


wiſdom to carty a ſhort ſail, or to take in all ſails. 
Here we found what the Indians for warned us of: For 
they have great inſight in the change of weather, and 
beſides have ſecret dealings with the Prince of Dark- 
neſs, who many times declareth unto them things to 
come; by this means, and other witchcrafts which he 
teacheth them, he poſſeſſeth them, and cauſeth them 
to do what pleaſeth him. Within half an hour it be- 
gan to thunder and rain, with ſo much wind that we 
were forced to lie a-hull, and ſo dark that we ſaw no- 
thing but when the lightning came. This being one 
of the narroweſt reaches of all the Straits, we were for- 
ced every glaſs to open a little of our foreſail, to caſt 
about our ſhip's head: Any man may conceive if the 
night ſeemed long unto us, what deſire we had to ſee the 
day. In fine, Phabus with his beautiful faceligh tened

above twenty-four leagues in twelve hours, lying a.

We ſet our foreſail, and returned to our former har: 
bour ; from whence, within three or four days, we ſet 
fail again with a fair wind, which continued with us till 
we came within a league of the mouth of the Strait; 

here the wind took us again contrary, and forced us 
to return again to our former port: Where being ready 
to anchor, che wind ſcanted with us in ſuch a manner, 
as we were forced to make aboard. In which time the 
wind and tide put us fo far to lecwards, that we could 
by no means ſeize it. So we determined to go to El. 
æabetb's bay, but before we came at it the night over- 
took us: And this reach being dangerous and narrow, - 
we durſt neither hull nor try, or turn to and again with on 
a ſhort fail; and therefore bare alongſt in the midſt of ¶ off 
the channel, till we were come into the broad reach, MW an 
and then lay a-hull till the morning.

When we ſet fail and ran along the coaſt, ſeeking I nię

ople occupied, to divert them from the imagination 

which fome had conceived, that it behoved we ſhould 

return to Brafil, and winter there, and fo ſhoot the 

Straits in the Spring of the year. One day we rowed 

up the river with our boat and light-horſe-man, to 

diſcover it, and the inland: Where having ſpent a good 

part of the day, and finding ſhoald water, and many 

trees fallen thwart it, and little fruit of our labour, nor 

any thing worth the noting, we returned. Another 

day, we trained our people aſhore, being a goodly ſandy 

bay : Another, we had a hurling of bachelors againſt 

married men; this day we were buſied in wreſtling, 

the other in ſhooting : ſo we were never idle, neither 

thought we the time long. e eee 
After we had paſt here ſome ſeven or eight days, 

one evening with a flaw from the ſhore, our ſhip drove 

off into the channel, and before we could get up our 

anchor, and ſet our ſails, we were driven ſo far to 

lee wards, that we could not recover into the bay; and 

night coming on, with a ſhort ſail, we beat off and on 

till the morning. At the break of the day, conferring 

with the captain and maſter of my ſhip. what was beſt 

to be done, we reſolved to ſeek out Tobias Cove, which 

lieth over-againſt Cape Frys, on the ſouthern part of the 

Straits; becauſe in all the reaches of the Straits, (for 

the moſt part) the wind bloweth trade, and therefore 

little profit is to be made by turning to windwards. And 

from the iſlands of the Penguins to the end of the 

Straits towards the South Sea, there is no anchoring 

in the channel: And if we ſhould be put to leewards 

of this Cove, we had no ſuccour till we came to the 

lands of Penguins; and ſome of our company who 

had been with Mr. Thomas Cavendiſh in the voyage in 

which he died, and in the ſame Cove many weeks, un- 

dertook to be pur pilots thither. Whereupon we bare 

up, being ſome two leagues thither, having ſo much 

wind as we could ſcarce lie by it, with our courſe and 

„5 bonnet 
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15 93- bonnet of each; but bearing up before the wind, we 

put out our top- ſail and ſprit-ſail, and within a little 
while the wind began to fail us, and immediately our 
ſhip gave a mighty blow upon a rock, and ſtuck faſt 
upon it. And had we had but the fourth part of the 
wind, which we had in all the night paſt, but a mo- 
ment before we ſtruck the rock, our ſhip, doubtleſs, 
with the blow had broke herſelf all ro pieces. 

All our labour was fruitleſs, till God was pleaſed 
that the flood came, and then we had her off with 
great joy and comfort, when finding the current fa- 
vourable with us, we ſtood over to Engliſh bay, and 
fetching it, we anchored there, having been about three 

hours upon the rock, and with the blow, as after we 

ſaw, when our ſhip was brought aground in Perico 
(which is the port of Panama), a great part of her 
ſheathing was beaten off on both ſides of her bulges, 
and ſome four feet long, and a foor ſquare of her falſe 
ſtem, joining to the keel, wreſted acroſs, like unto a 
hog's yoke, which hindered her ſailing very much. 
They ſounded a cove ſome ſixteen leagues from the 
mouth of the Strait, which after we called Crabby Cone. 
It bruiked its name well for two cauſes; the-one, for 
that all the water was full of a ſmall kind of red crabs; 
the other, for the crabbed mountains which overtop- 
ped it: A third we might add, for the crabbed enter- 
tainment it gave us. In this cove we anchored, but 
the wind freſhing in, and three or four hills overtop- 
ping (like ſugar-loaves), altered and ſtraitened the pal- 
ſage of the wind in ſuch manner, as forced it down 
with ſuch flaws and furious bluſterings as was like to 
overſet our ſhip at anchor, and cauſed her to drive, 
and us to weigh; but before we could weigh it, ſhe was 
fo near the rocks, and the puffs and guſts of wind 6 
ſudden and uncertain, ſomerimes ſcant, and ſometimes 
large, that it forced us to cut our cable, and yet dan- 
gerous if our ſhip did not caſt the right way. Here 
neceſſity, not being ſubject to any law, forced us to 


en ourſelves into the hands of him that was able ” de- 
. iver 
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liver us. We cut our cable and fail all in one inſtant: 1593 


And God, to ſhew his power and gracious bounty to- 
wards us, was pleaſed that our ſhip caſt the contrary 
way towards the ſhore, ſeeming that he, with his own 
hand, did turn her about; for, in leſs than her length, 
ſhe flatted, and in all the voyage, but in that inſtant, 
ſhe flatted with difficulty, for that ſhe was long; the 
worſt property ſhe had. On either fide we might ſee 
the rocks under us, and were not half a ſhip's length 
from the ſhore; and if ſhe had once touched, it had 
been impollible to have eſcaped. 1 
Fram hence we reurned to Blanch's bay, and there 
anchored, expecting God's good will and pleaſure. 
Here began the bitterneſs of the time to increaſe, with 
bluſtering and, ſharp winds, accompanied with rain 
and fleeting ſnow, and my people to be diſmayed ' a+ 
gain, in manifeſting a deſire to return to Braſil, which 
could never eonſent unto, no, not ſo much as to 
hear of. „„ 2 | ' oh | F 
And all men are to take care, that they go not one 


foot back, more than is of mere force; for I have not 


ſeen, that any who have yielded thereunto, but pre- 
ſently they have returned home. As in the voyage of 
Mr. Edward Fenton; in that which the Earl of Cam- 
berland ſer” forth, to his great charge; as alſo in that 
of Mr. Thomas Cavendiſb, in which he died. All which 
pretended to ſhoot the Straits of Magellan; and, by 
advice of ſome ignorant perſons, being in good condi- 
tion, were brought to conſent to return to Brau, to 
winter, and after, in the Spring, to attempt the paſ- 
ing of the Straits again. None of them made any a- 
bode in Braſil; for preſently, as ſoon as they looked 
homeward, one, with a bluſtering wind, taketh occa- 
ſon to loſe company, another complaineth that he 
wanteth victuals; another, that his ſhip is leaky; ano- 
ther, that his maſts, ſails, and cordage faileth him. 
o the willing gever want probable reaſons to further 
their pretences. As I ſaw once (being but young, and 
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1503. voyage under the charge of my uncle William Haw: \ 


of the iſland of San Juan de Portorice, one of the ſhips 
(called the Bark Bonner) being ſomewhat leaky, the 
captain complained, that ſhe was not able to endure 
to England: Whereupon a council was called, and his 
reaſons heard, and allowed. So it was concluded, that 
the victualling. ammunition, and what was e 
able, ſhould be taken out of her, and her men. divided 
amongſt our other ſhips; the hull remaining to be 
ſunk, or burned. To which I never ſpake one word 
till I faw it reſolved, being my part rather to lear 
than to adviſe. Bur hearing the fatal ſentence giver, 
and ſuſpecting that the captain made it worſe than it 
was, rather upon policy to come into another ſhip, 
which was beiter of failing, than for any danger they 
might run into: With as much reaſon as my. gapacity 
could reach unto, I diſſuaded my uncle privately; and 
urged, that ſeeing we had profited the adventurers no- 
thing, we ſhould endeavour to preſerve, our principal; 
eſp5cially, having men and victuals. But ſeeing I pre: 
vailed not, I went further, and offered to find out in 
the ſame ſhip, and others, ſo many men, as, with me, 
would be content to carry her home, giving us the 
third part of the value of the ſhip, as ſhe ſhould bt 
valued, at her return, by four indifferent perſons; 
and to leave the Vice-admiral, which I bad under m Ra 
charge, and to make her Vice · admiral Whereupon, a 
it was condeſcended, that we ſhould all go on board 


the ſhip, and that there it ſhould. be determined. The ad 
captain thought himſelf ſomewhat. touched in reputt 40

Thus, the leaky ſhip went well intoEng- "oY 
land; where; after ſhe made many a good voyage in 
„ . TU neg, OH» 
As the weather gave leave, we entertained ourſelves 
the firſt days in neceſſary affairs and works; and after, 
in making of coal; with intent (the wind continuing 
long very contrary) to ſee if we could remedy any of 
our broken anchors: A forge I had in my ſhip, and of 
five anchors which we brought out of England, there 
remained but one that was ſerviceable. BAY 
In the iſlands” of Penguins we loſt one; in Crabby 
Cove another; a third, upon another occaſion, - we 
broke an arm; and the fourth, on the rock, had the 
eye of its ring broken. This (one day deviſing with 
myſelf) I made to ſerve, without working him a-new. 
Which, when I took firſt in hand, all men thought it 
ridiculous; but, in fine, we made it in that manner fo 
ſerviceable, as, till our ſhip came to Callaw, which is 
the port of Lima, ſhe ſcarce uſed any other anchor; and 
when Teame from Lima to Panama, which was three 
years after, I ſaw' it ſerve the Admiral, in which I came, 


(a ſhip'of above 300 tons), without any other art or 


addition, than what my own invention contrived. 

And for that, in the like neceſſity or occaſion, o- 
thers may profit themſelves of the induſtry, I will re- 
count the manner of the forging our eye without fire 
or iron. It was in this ſort. From the eye of the ſhank, 
about the head of the croſs, we gave two tunns with a 
new ſtrong halſer, betwixt three and four inches, giv- 
ing a reaſonable allowance for that which ſnould be the 
eye, and ſerved inſtead of the ring; then we faſtened 
the two ends of the halſer, ſo as fo that part it was 
as ſtrong as in any other; and, with our capſten, 
ſtretched the two bights, that every part may bear 
proportionably;; then armed we all the halſer round a- 
bout with ſix yarn ſynnets, and likewiſe the ſhank of 
the anchor, and the head with a ſmooth mat made of 


the ſame ſynnet: This done, with an inch-rope, we 
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1893 · woolled the two bights to the ſhank, from the croſs tg 
the eye, and that alſo which was to ſerve for the ring, 
and fitted the ſtock accordingly. This done, thole 
who before derided the invention, were of opinion, 
that it would ſerve for need; only they put one diff. 
culty, that, with the fall or pitch of the anchor in hard 
round, wich his weight he would cut the halſer in 
b under on the head; for prevention whereof, we placed 
a panch (as the mariners term it) upon the head of 
the anchor, with whoſe ſoftneſs this danger was pre- 

_ vented, and the anchor paſſed for ſerviceable. 
Some of our idle time we ſpent in gathering the 
bark and fruit of a certain tree, which we found in all 
places of the Straits where we found trees. This tree 
carrieth his fruit in cluſters like a hawthorn, but that it 
is greater, each berry of the bigneſs of a pepper-corn, 
and every one of them containing four or five grains, 
twice as big as a muſtard-ſeed, which, broken, arc 
white within, as the good pepper, and bite much like 
it, but hotter. The bark of this tree hath the ſavour 
of all kinds of ſpices together, moſt comfortable to the 
ſtomach, and held to be better than any ſpice whatſo- 
ever. And for that a learned countryman of ours, 
Dr. Turner, hath written of it, by the name of Winter's 
Bark, what I have ſaid may ſuffice. The leaf of this

he as theſe devoured, as we found daily in coming to ſpend 
l, any of our proviſions. When I came to the ſea, it 
det was not ſuſpected, that I had a rat in my ſhip; but, 
Of wich the bread in caſk, which was tranſported out of 
nd the Hawk. and the going to and again of our boats 
e unto our prize, (though we had divers cats, and uſed 
ic other preventions) in a ſmall time they multiplied in 
e- ſuch a manner as is incredible.

is eaſily remedied at the firſt; but, if once they be 
fomewhat increaſed, with difficulty they are to be de.

other inventions to deſtroy them, yet their increaſt 
being ſo extraordinary and numerous, we were not 


able to clear ourſelves from them. 


At the end of fourteen days, one evening, FRY

zo degrees, which was ſufficient teſtimony and proof, 
that he was beaten round about the Straits, for the 
kaſt-height'of the Straits is 52 degrees and 30 minutes; 
in which ſtand the two entrances, or mauths. And 
moreover, he ſaid; that, ſtanding about when the 
wind changed, he was not well able ta double the 
ſouthermoſt iſland, and fo anchored undet the lee of 
it; and, going aſhore, carried a compaſs with him; 
and, ſeeking) out the ſouthermoſt part of the ifland; 
calt himſelf down upon the outermoſt point, grovel- 
ling, and fo reached out his body over it. Preſently 
he embarked, and then recounted unto his people;

This iſland is Raupe in the province a Aroma, and 
is held to be peopled with the moſt valiant nation in all 
Chili, though generally the inhabitahts of that king. 
dom are very courageous. They are clothed after the 
manner of antiquity, all of woollen; their caffocks 
made like a ſack, ſquare, with two holes for the two 
arms, and one for the head ; all open below, without 
nning or other art: But of chem, ſome are moſt curi- 
oully woven, and in colours, and on both ſides alike. 
Their houſes are made round, in faſhion like unto our 
Pigeon- houſes, with a lover in the top, to evacunt 
the ſmoke when they make fire. They brought vs a 
ſtrange kind of tobacco, made into little cakes, like 
pitch, of a bad ſmell, with holes through the middle, 
and fo laced many upon a ſtring. The people of this 
iſland, as of all Chili, are of good, ſtature, and well 
made, and of better countenance than thoſe Indian: 
which I have ſeen in many parts. They are of good 
underſtanding and agility, and of great ftrength. 
Their weapons are bows and arrows, and macanas, 

the bows ſhort and ſtrong, and their arrows of a ſmall 
reed, or cane, three quarters of a yard long, with two 
feathers, and headed with a flint-ſtone, which ts looſe, 
and hurting ; the head remaineth in the wound ; | ſome 
are headed with bone, and ſome with hard wood, half 
burnt in the fire.

Being in this treaty, one morning, at the break of 
day, came another ſhip towering into the harbour, and 
nt ſtanding into the ſhore, but was becalmed. Againſt 
ve her we manned a couple of boats, and took her before 
che many hours. In this ſhip we had ſome good quantity 
that of gold, which ſhe had gathered in Baldivia and the Con- 
we, <2ption, from whence ſhe came. Of this ſhip was pilot, 
mo · and part owner, Alonſo Penezbueno, whom we kept for 
pon our pilot on this coaſt; till moved with compaſſion, 
(for that he was a man charged with wife and children), 
we ſet him on ſhore, betwixt Santo and Truxillo. Out 
of this ſhip alſo we had ſtore of good bacon, and ſome 
proviſion of bread, hens, and other victuals. We 
gave them the ſhip and the greateſt part of her loading 
CSE 815 5.

Here we ſupplied our want of anchors, though not 
according to that which was requiſite, in regard of the 
burden of our ſhip; for in the South Sea, the greateſt - 
anchor for a ſhip of fix or eight hundred tuns, is not a 
thouſand weight; partly, becauſe it is little ſubje& to 
ſtorms, and-partly, becauſe thoſe they had till our com- 
ing, were all brought out of the North Sea by land; for

which was good merchandize in Lima, but to us of

But, ſome years before my impriſonment, they 
fell to making of artillery, and ſince, they forge anchar, 
alſo. We furniſhed our ſhip alſo with a ſhift of faik 
of cotton-cloth;' which are far better, iſi that ſea, than 
any af our double fails; for that in all the navigation 
of that fea, they have little rain and few ſtorms, but 
where rain and ſtorms are ordinary they are not good; 


for with the wet they grow fo ſtiff, that they cannot be 


In treating of the ranſoms, and tranſporting and la. 
ding the proviſions we made choice of, we ſpent ſome 
ſix or eight days; at the end whereof; with reputation 
amongſt our enemies, and a good portion towards our 
charges, and our ſhip as well ftored and victualled a 
the day we departed from England, we ſet fail. 

The time we were in this port, I took ſmall reſt, and 
ſo did the maſter of our. ſhip; Hugh Corni 12 moſt 
careful, orderly, and ſufficient man, bhecauſe we knen 
our own weakneſs: for, entering into the harbour, we 
had but ſeventy-five men and bays, five ſhips to guard, 


and every one moored by itſelf, which (no doubt) if 


our enemies had known, they would have wrought 
ſome ſtratagem upon us: For the governour of Chi 
was there on. ſhore in view of us; an ancient Fanden 
ſoldier, and of experience, wiſdom, and valour, called 
Den Alonſo de Soto Mayor, of the habit of St. Jago, who 
was after captain- general in Terra Firma, and wrought 
all the inventions upon the river of Chagree, and on the 
ſhore, when Sir Francis Drake purpoſed to go to Pan- 
ma, in the voyage wherein he died. As alſo, at my 
coming into Spain, he was preſident at Panama, and 
there, and in Lima, uſed me with great courteſy, like 2 
noble ſoldier, and liberal gentleman ; he confeſſed to me 
after, that he lay in ambuſh with three hundred hor: 
and foot, to ſee if at any time we had landed, or ne- 
glected our watch, with baifar, which is a certain an

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made of maſts or trees faſtened together, to have at- 1593: 
tempted ſomething againſt us. But the enemy 1 feared 
not ſo much as the wine; which, notwithftanding all 
the diligence and prevention I could uſe day and night, 
overthrew many of my people. A foul fault, becauſe 
too common amongſt ſeamen, and deſerveth ſome ri- 
gorous puniſhment, to be executed with ſeverity. 

A league or better before a man diſcover this bay, 
to the ſouthwards, lieth a great rock, or ſmall land, 
near the ſhore, under which, for a need, a man may 
ride with his ſhip.

On April 1, being in 36 
degrees 10 minutes, the vice-admiral alſo took to his 
bed, and appeared to be ſo much worn out with 
fatigue; that they already conjectured, they ſhould 
Joſe both him and their admiral, before the voyage 
was concluded.
